> New theatre in the 
works for former 
Anchorage prop¬ 
erty on Ricardo 
Street.

It’s difficult to imagine a 
more breath-taking setting for 
a theatre than set into a hill 
overlooking the mouth of the 
Niagara River and Lake 
Ontario, Fort Niagara in the 
distance. 

And who better to plan such 
a theatre than the Shaw 
Festival. The local not-for-prof¬ 
it theatre company that for 50 
years has been building an 
international reputation for 
great plays in elegant settings 
has plans to purchase the 
property of the former 
Anchorage motel and restau¬ 
rant on Ricardo Street, with the 
stunning vista of the yacht 
club, die river and the 
American fort on the horizon. 

It’s just a hop, skip and jump 
from the main Festival theatre 
and administration—in fact it 
almost feels like an expansion 
of that property, says executive 
director Colleen Blake, who is 
excited to be involved in the 
growth of the four-theatre festi- 
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Location is ideal for theatre and should be good for community 


While performance space is 
the purpose of the expansion, 
and an architect working on a 
feasibility study has indicated 
the location is ideal, it’s too 
soon for more details of the 
vision that is far from devel¬ 
oped, said Blake. 

The Festival also presents 
plays in the historic Court 
House Theatre, where the Shaw 
held its first performance, the 
Royal George Theatre, modeled 
after an Edwardian opera 
house, and the Studio Theatre, 


ing. 

All theatres are within a short 
walking distance of each other, 
and this newest property will be 
the closest yet to the Festival 
Theatre. 


Vintage Inns is purchasing 
the property from the Fowler 
Group, with plans to operate 
the motel for the near future, 
and will sell it to the Shaw once 
the financing is in place, 
expected within the next five 
years, says Blake. 

It will make the Shaw and 
Vintage neighbours—next to 
the Anchorage property is the 
impressive Queen’s Landing 
Inn—and both saw benefits to 
being neighbours. 

But the Festival, a not-for- 
profit organization, was not in a 
financial position to jump in 
quickly. 

"We don’t have that signifi¬ 
cant an amount of cash in place 
to purchase it at this point," said 
Blake. 

“When you have a project in 
mind it’s important to have a 
place to put it. This opportunity 


came up and we didn’t i 
lose it, so we be 
with Vintage." 

This agreement is the first of 
many steps that are part of a 
multi-year plan, details of 
which will be announced at a 
later date. 

The Shaw will be working 
with the town to rezone the 
property to allow for a new the- 


“We are very aware of the 
town’s vision for the dock area, 
and we think this will fit in nice¬ 
ly. I think it will be fantastic for 
the community and for the 
Shaw."

The last piece of the puzzle 
will soon be in place. 

After much discussion 
about a sign for the commu¬ 
nity centre that some coun¬ 
cillors think is too large, too 
contemporary and too 
busy—one resident is calling 
it sleazy and Las Vegas- 
style—and others deem 
appropriate and necessary, a 
council tie broken by Lord 
Mayor Dave Eke Tuesday 
allows the sign to go ahead as 
planned. 

It took more than a decade 
to see the new community 
centre project complete, from 


the early days of discussion, 
through several design 
changes and long waits for 
government funding. 

The doors opened in 
March, the centre is already 
well-used for a range of activ¬ 
ities, but in this town of 
Niagara-on-the-Lake with its 
strict sign bylaws, it took sev¬ 
eral revisits to the drawing 
board to come up with a sign 
facing Niagara Stone Road 
that the community centre 
committee and the facility’s 
occupants could live with 

But the final design is 
almost three times the size 
that the town bylaw allows, 
and even though it’s on town 
property, the sign had to go 
through the sign variance 
committee, where it was 
turned down. 

It went to council this week 
for a final decision, and 
although not everybody 
agrees the town should allow 
a sign much larger than pri¬ 
vate businesses, after lengthy 
debate it has been approved. 

Town administrator Mike 


Galloway pointed out last 
week that the sign is repre¬ 
senting a "campus-style envi¬ 
ronment’’ on a large acreage, 
not just one business, and 
that several names need to be 
on it. In addition to the library 
and community centre, the 
lawn bowling club and the 
nursery school pay to use the 
facility, and are entided to 
have their names included. 

“You have a lot of land 
there, unlike the typical busi¬ 
ness. The one-size fits all 
bylaw doesn’t work with 
every application. That's why 
you (council) have the ability 
to make exceptions. This is 
the final piece to this puzzle 
that has been in the works for 
the last 10 years,” said 
Galloway. 

“It needs to be approved as 
presented." 

And Second Cup, which 
runs the cafe in the building, 
has it written into its contract 
that it will be on the sign, he 
said. 

It is being constructed in 
sections so that names can be 


changed or added. 

All of that takes space, and 
the facilities committee 
brought a design to council 
that will be displayed on a 12- 
foot tall sign, with a two-line 
LED electronic message dis¬ 
play across the centre that 
will remain constant at least 
24 hours at the time. 

The sign variance commit¬ 
tee turned it down on the 
basis of size—what was pro¬ 
posed is 90 square feet, on 
top of a brick pedestal, while 
the bylaw restricts the size of 
a ground sign to 32 square 
feet. 

Mary Birkholz lives in SL 
Andrew’s Glen, across the 
street from the community 
centre. She came to council 
Tuesday to ask that the sign 
be turned down. Its contem¬ 
porary design and LED mes¬ 
sage board are not appropri¬ 
ate for the entrance to the his¬ 
toric Old Town, she said, and 
will invite private businesses 
to expect the same. 

Four councillors agreed 
with her, saying the sign is too 


big, it’s inappropriate, and 
sends the wrong message to 
businesses that are forced to 
live with the town’s strict sign 

Councillors Jim Collard, 
Martin Mazza, Jamie King 
and Andrea Kaiser voted 
against it. 

“It’s a beautiful new facility 
and we want to celebrate it 
and have people use it. But it 
sends the wrong message if 
we approve this for a public 
property but not for the busi¬ 
ness community,” said 
Councillor Jamie King. 

“We need to consider con¬ 
textual signage for the 
entrance to the historic com¬ 
munity. This is a bit of an 
assault We don’t see it else¬ 
where in the Old Town." 

Those looking for activities 
in the community centre will 
find that information else¬ 
where, he said. 

But others approved of the 
design, said it needs to be 
large to get all the necessary 
information on it, and that it 
is appropriate given the size 


and nature of the property. 

"It’s a monument sign, 
well-designed by the facilities 
committee, on a significant 
property with a large amount 
of greenspace," said 
Councillor Gary Zalepa. 

"We have approved large 
signs on large properties for 
private businesses. And the 
message board is used very 
effectively at the Meridian 
Credit Union Arena. It draws 
people in.” 

Partnerships with Second 
Cup and Niagara Nursery 
School are important and 
their success will benefit the 
community, giving the town 
cause to support them 
through advertising on the 
sign, some councillors said. 

There have been no other 
signs of that size permitted in 
town for many years, the vari¬ 
ance committee report stat¬ 
ed—the closest it could find is 
Caroline Cellars at 48 square 
feet—and “the unique quali¬ 
ties that make up NOTL 
include the well-known atti¬ 
tude toward intrusive signs.”

Newark Neighbours, 
Niagara-on-the-Lake's food 
bank and charity shop, has 
existed without government 
help for almost 40 years— 
and the volunteers who run 
it like it that way. 

But they were more than 
pleased to welcome MPP 
Kim Craitor to their premises 
Friday, their first official visit 
ever from a government rep¬ 
resentative. 

Craitor said when he read 
an article about Newark 
Neighbours in the Advance 
recently, he was surprised— 


he didn’t know that the town 
had its own food bank, or 
that there was a need for 

While he has toured those 
in Niagara Falls and Fort 
Erie—even done some vol¬ 
unteering—he said he had¬ 
n’t realized NOTL had resi¬ 
dents in need. 

Volunteer Bonnie Turner 
explained that there are sen¬ 
iors in town whose taxes eat 
up most of their income, sin¬ 
gle mothers who have trou¬ 
ble feeding their kids, and 
those on disability pensions 
that don’t stretch far enough. 

While the organization 
was founded by Peggy 
Anderson to help those who 


moved to the area to farm, 
many of whom had large 
families, they have done well 
and don't need help any- 

But others have taken their 
place, explained Newark 
president Margo Van de 

When Anderson began 
collecting food and clothing 
from generous NOTL indi¬ 
viduals to pass on to those in 
need, she trusted those who 
asked for help to be honest 
about their situation. 

Now, to be accountable to 
businesses and individuals 
who donate to Newark, and 
to ensure those who need 
help are the ones who 


receive it, the charity follows 
the guidelines of food banks 
in St. Catharines and Niagara 
Falls, asking for proof of 
income before handing over 
boxes of food. 

But there the similarity 
ends, and Craitor was 
impressed by what he saw. 

Newark is run entirely by 
volunteers, with a roster of 
about 16 regulars—there are 
no paid positions. 

Enough food is collected, 
mostly through food drives 
by organizations such as the 
local Lions Clubs, that peo¬ 
ple who need to can come 
every other week to stock up.

They not only receive the 
canned goods, cereal and 
other non-perishable items 
that other food banks hand 
out, but Newark volunteers 
also keep three freezers 
stocked with meat and poul- 
try. 

And thanks to Harvest 
Bam, they have baked goods. 


including pies, and fresh fruit 
and vegetables to add to the 
boxes of food. 

Over the years, says Van de 
Laar, Newark has had some 
criticism leveled at it by those 
who believe the organization 
exists to help the farm work¬ 
ers who arrive each spring 
from the Caribbean and 
Mexico, and who get paid for 
their labour. 


Newark collects used 
household items such as pots 
and pans, linens and small 
appliances, to sell to the 
workers as they set up their 
living quarters, as well as 
work clothes. That money 
helps Newark pay its bills and 
buy anything needed in the 
way of food, which is not sold 
to the farm workers. 

It is given away, but only to 


local residents on a list of 
about 25 to 30 people who 
have provided proof that they 
qualify. 

“I'm sad to know that there 
is a need for this in NOTL,” 
said Craitor. "You don’t think 
about these social issues here 
in town. But it’s great to know 
that people are being looked 
after.” 

He praised the group of 


volunteers for their dedica¬ 
tion, and their enthusiasm. 

“Other similar organiza¬ 
tions have paid staff. It’s 
amazing what you as volun¬ 
teers can accomplish, at such 
little cost It’s so obvious you 
are all here because you truly 
care, and for no other reason. 
No government could afford 
to pay for the work of volun- 


Brenda Shah has been at 
Newark since the days when 
Anderson was still running 
the organization, and was 
proud of doing it without gov¬ 
ernment assistance. 

But it’s because the com¬ 
munity has always been so 
generous, she said, that 
Newark can be self-sufficient.

The Festival opens its 50th season this 
week with plays that are bound to please. 
Those who have been to My Fair Lady, 
already seen in previews—it opens offi¬ 
cially Saturday—are raving. Heartbreak 
House, directed by Christopher Newton, 
is bound to be a hit, and Candida is a 
sentimental favourite as the first play ever 
performed by what would become a 
world-renowned theatre festival dedicat¬ 
ed to Bernard Shaw.

Billy Lake is not only get¬ 
ting around town a litde easi¬ 
er, he is having a blast while 
he's at it. 

The Shaw Festival actor has 
never driven a car or had a 
driver’s licence, so he is 
accustomed to relying on a 
bicycle for transportation. 

But he recently discovered 
ebikes, and now can not only 
get around town but to 
Niagara Falls or St. 
Catharines without arriving 
exhausted and sweaty, he 

“All my friends want to bor¬ 
row it," he says, “but that’s not 
happening.” 

He's having too much fun 
with it himself. 

“There’s no gas to worry 
about, no parking problems, 
no registration and no hassle. 
And I can go to work in style.” 

An ebike is powered by a 
battery, can go up to 32 kilo- 

friendly than a car, and no 
licence or insurance is 
required. 

If you can ride a bicycle, 
you can ride an ebike, assures

you can purchase one. 

You’ve likely seen a few 
locals scooting to an after¬ 
noon Shaw performance or 
on errands around town, he 

"I expected rentals would 
be the majority of our busi¬ 
ness, but so far it’s been sales 
to residents. Some are seniors 
who are using it instead of a 
second car, and some people 
just like the convenience of 
not having to look for a park¬ 
ing space.” 

There are no gears to worry 
about and no clutch—it’s 
almost like driving a golf cart, 
except that it requires the 
same balance as riding a bike. 

It takes just seconds to get 
used to it, says Lake. 

"I was a little nervous at 
first, but it is really very easy 
to ride—easier than a bicycle, 
because you don’t have to 
pedal. I think it took all of five 
seconds to figure it out” 

The smallest of the models, 
which sell for less than $900, 
look like a bike with a battery, 
while the larger models, all 
EMMO brands, go for up to 
$1,595 and look more like a 

They can be pedalled for a 
short distance in an emer¬ 
gency, but they're heavy - you 


wouldn’t want to go too far, 
says Telfer. A gauge on the 
bike gives lots of warning if 
the charge is running out, he 
explains, so there won’t be 
any unwelcome surprises. 

You can go 40 to 70 kilome¬ 
tres on one charge, depend¬ 
ing on your weight and the 
terrain, he says. 

And if you compare the 
cost of recharging to the price 
of fuel, it would be the equiv¬ 
alent of getting about 600 
miles per gallon at today's 
fuel prices. It costs about 35 
cents to recharge and takes 
six to seven hours, says Telfer. 

And you can enjoy our 
local bike paths—Ontario 
laws treat ebikes as they 
would a traditional bike, 
although pedestrians like to 


be warned when one is pass¬ 
ing—they are just as quiet as 
a bicycle. 

"They allow you to travel a 
lot faster than on a bike, but 
you can still relax and enjoy 
the scenery, and even carry 
on a conversation if there are 
two of you,” Telfer says. 

If you’re renting one, a 
security deposit is required, 
and you’re asked to remain 
within about a 12-kilometre 
radius of downtown, which 
will take you to Queenston, 
Virgil, and most area wineries 
for visitors on a wine tour. 

Riders must be 16 or older 
to rent one, and a helmet will 
be supplied.

After spending 25 of her 
27 years with the Niagara 
Regional Police on patrol, 
Const. Gina Allan has taken 
on the role of liaison officer 
with the community polic¬ 
ing committees of Niagara 
Falls and Niagara-on-the- 
Lake. 

Her job, as she describes 
it—and she considers her¬ 
self fortunate to have the 
opportunity—is to take the 
issues that are of concern to 
the residents of NOTL back 
to her supervisors, so that 


the team, including the 
community policing repre¬ 
sentatives, can work togeth¬ 
er on solutions. 

She is familiar with the 
town from her days on 
patrol, she says. She loved it 
then, and she loves the part 
she gets to play in continu¬ 
ing to keep NOTL residents 
safe.

this Sunday, May 29. 

June 1, NOTL elementary 
school kids up to Grade 3 are
